Naturalization of an 
American citizen under any circumstances is noteworthy. But 
when foreign-born G.l,s, already pledged to protect the flag of 
the United States in battle are sworn to citizenship in the South 
Pacific Base Command, headed by Major General Frederick Gil-   
breath, the democratic concept of men who fight for what they 
hold dear takes on a special meaning.
